Tlie coriicrst line of tin- new St. 
Cecilia's cliurch. at Twciit.v-fiftli iiiiil 
8t. Cecilia street, was liiiJ aiiU 
blesaed with imposing' cercraoiiiea 
last Sunday afternoon. The day 
was dear and not too warm, and the 
crowd ot pariihkmen was aug- 
mented by represaatatlTe delega- 
tiona from many other pariahes in 
the city. The Rev. Father A. J. 
Brady, paator of the old St. Cecilia'H, 
and who has been the main factor 
in building the new, was in a very 
happy frniTH' of mind when lie snw 
the Inrpi' ciMU'oiirse nssoinlilcil. 

Owinff to tlu> nl)s<-iH f of tlic i;if.'l\t. 
Rev. Bishop McClosicoy, wlio \vas i ii- 
gagod in udininistiMiiiK; tin- saciii- 
ment of confirmation at St. 
Anthony's churcd, the cornerstone 
was blessed hy the Very Kev. Fatlier 
James P. Cnmin, V. O., and pastor 
of St. Patriolc's. He was assisted by 
the B«T. Fathers A. J. Brady, Pat- 
rick Walsh, Louis Ohie, Thomas 
White, John Sheridan, Henry Baoh- 
inann, Hugh Brady, Dominic Crane 
and others. 

After the blessing of the corner- 
stone the Very Rev. Fatlier Cronin 
preached a sermon appropriate to 
the occasion. He reviewed tlie liis- 
tory of St. ("e<'iliii's ]>arisli, said it 
•was a child of St. I'atricli's and told 
of tlie nnitiial interest manifested 
by the people of both parishes in tlie 
welfare of the two churches. He 
dwelt on the significance of the 
building of a church. It showed, li<> 
■aid, the growth of the love of Ciod 
among men, and it represented the 
woric of the pastor, whose power 
for all good is inestimable. It in- 
dicates that the love of God con- 
tinues to spread, ahd the church not 
only honors Him, but it means the 
•olvotion •< th» WMris of the par- 
ishioners. 

Father Tronin said the clmrcli was 
the home of (iod and the lioiiie of 
the people. It is there we find 
Jesus Christ, our beloved Uedeeincr. 
There we po to attend mass, to bear 
the word of God, to rejoice at liaj>- 
tisms and weddings and to pray for 
the dead. The speaker also told of 
the hoilding of the old church in 
ivn and of the trials and vicis- 
■itades encountered before it was 
completed. He expressed the hofte 
that the new church would be fin- 
ished and dedicated in much less 
time. It would be sacred because 
It was to l)e the dwelling place of 
God, and where the faithful receive 
so many fjraees and IjlessiiiK'.s. Tlie 
con(rref,'ation, he said, had done 
well in the |>ast and would do bet- 
ter in tlie future. 

'i'lie old elnirch of St. Ceeilia was 
Started in 1S72, but many months 
elapsed before it was completed and 
dedicated. The Bev. Father P. M. J. 
Bock, now rector of the Cathedral, 
was its first pastor and labored 
there several years. Father McHenry 
and others succeeded Father Booli, 
and then came the late lamented 
Father Maokin, who durinfr the 
years that he laliored there .siiw the 
confrrcfratioii ^mw wonderfully. 
L'pon his death i'ather .\. .1. Itraciy 
was made jiastor. and from the lie- 
glnninf'' of Ids wori; he saw the 
frrowiiiff need of a la!e'<'i- cliiuili. tir 
found a flourishinp parocliiai school, 
iiut it wiifi becoming too small to 
ncconiuiudate the pupils. Ever since 
his advent Father Brady has made 
a new church and better school ac- 
commodations the principal aim of 
hi* worlc. Now he is about to 
see the fruition of his hopes. 

The new church will bo a hand- 
some brick and stone structure, and 
it is now well under way It will 
when completed seat '.)50 people 
comfortalily. It will lie a lastinj,' 
monument to tatlier lirady, who has 
friren his time, his labor and his 
earthly means to bring about its 
completion and dedication.

The Right Bev. Monoignor Patrick 
J. Hayes, Chancellor of the archdio- 
cese of New York, received a letter 
from His Grace Archbishop Farley 

last Saturday. Archbishop 'Farley 
was on his way to Bome and wrote 
aboard ship under date of May 30. 
He said in part: 

■ We are iust approaching the 
coast of Spain and will reach Gib- 
raltar tonlf;iit, we hope. I'p to a 
few ilaxs ago >ve iinve been having 
cold weather, but fortunately no 
rough seas, 'ihe alisence of warm 
"eatlier has been a disappointiiK-nt 
to the Captain and passengers, and 
especially to myself, as I liad hoped 
to get rid of my cold in the balmy 
air of the first few days. However, 
the last two days liave done wonders 
for me, and my cold has now almost 
left me. We went ashore at the 
island of St. Michael, Azores, just at 
sunset. It certainly was a beautiful 
evening. The city of Fonta Delgada, 
where we went ashore, has 18,00() 
jieople and is the cleanest city of 
ICiirope. at least as far as my Judg- 
incnt goes. It is Catholic 'tii the 
heart, as one may judge from its 
many charitable institutions for all 
kinds of misery. This morning, the 
feost of Pentecost, we had such a 
function as perliaps was never seen 
cm the high seas betore. Dr. Tracy 
< elebrated the high mass. The Apos- 
tidic Delegate, the Bishops of Brook- 
lyn, Savannah, Scranton, St. Joseph, 
the Auxiliary Bishop of Boston and 
the Archbishop of New York were 
present in full canomCaTs. The choir 
was coiriposed of forty-five "priests 
and Consignors, ihe congregation 
iiumi.ercd more lUan two huni'rcd. 
'i'iie day was ideal. The sermon was 
preached liy Hishop Iloban."

WHY THE IRISH PARTY OPPOSE 



P.\THER HALPIN'8 CHAXGF;. 

Tlie Rev. Father M. Halpin, who 
has iieen assistant to the IJev. 
Father Charles Curran at Holv 
Trinity church, New All laiiv. lias 
been made rector of the church at 
Bradford, Ind. He has been succeed- 
ed in New Albany by the Rev. 
Father Byan, who was recently 
graduated from the American Col- 
lege at Rome. The people of Holy 
Trinity pariah are sorry to lose 
Father Halpin, and yet rejoice to 
learn that he has secured a parish 
of his own. 



There is some hope that a compro- 
mise may be effected between the 
landlords and the Irish people on 
the Birrell land biU and that the bill 
may pass the House of Commons 
before the end of AugfUst. Such at 
least is the opinion of Hon. T. 1*. 
O'Connor as exjiresscd in his letter 
to the Chicago Tribune last Sunday. 
He adds: "I lielieve that the land- 
lorils will not be 8atisfie<l with less 
than the old bonus of 12 p<'r cent, 
on the purchase jiricc of their lands 
and the Irish Parliamentary party 
sees no objection to this concession 
being made, and I believe the real 
fi^t will be at close qnarters. If 
the landlords be reasonable and the 
Ministnr generoas there can be a 
deal. And such a de£l will be helped 
in every way by the Irish party .'^ 

But ' Mr. O'Connor tells us more. 
He says that Oermanophobia, Dread- 
naughts and tariff reform can not 
be kept out of anything now in Kng- 
land. Kosebcrry is using all his 
jiowers of oratory to make tlic l"ng- 
lislimcn's flesh crci|i with <i\crcol- 
ored ])ictures of the danger of war. 
lie speaks as if Ihe Cerinaii navy 
contemplates an iinincdiati' descent 
on the English shores. Lord itobcrts 
and Lord Milner made specclies an- 
ocating a resolution in favor of 
conscription all over the empire. 
This resolution might have carried, 
too, if Mr. MacDonald, editor of the 
Toronto Globe and a stalwart 
Scotch-Canadian L," eral, had not 
stemmed the jingo tide by ins out- 
spoken remonstrani'c. I'.alfour pre- 
sided and avoided dc fc.il liy having 
he pro|>osition withdrawn. 

In the domestic affairs, on the 
other hand, things liavc goiw vmII 
for the Liberals within the i)ast 
ty/o weeks, and tlie t\ght over tlic 
budget ends the first round with 
honors decidedly in fav<ir of l.loytl- 
George. He made a brilliant speech 
defending {Rs Jtudget, while Balfour 
made a speech so weak as to suggest 
that his heart was not in the fight 
and that he prefers Lloyd-George's 
finance to the tariff reform. The 
opposition of the Irish members to 
the budget is still hot and Ireland 
is angry over the whisky ta.x and the 
addition to the already gigantic dis- 
proportion between the taxation of 
ricli England and poverty stricken 
Ireland. 

The Irish voted against the 
budget, rcilucing the I.ilicral innjor- 
ity one-lialf. The future of the 
budget is uncertain. Nobody outside 
the jingo newspapers attaclies any 
importance to the bluff that the 
House of Lords will reject the bud- 
get. That would mean ohaos and 
revolution, and the Lords already 
face too great perils. 

The Irish members have to man- 
igi- the debates on the budget with 
judgment and adroit ni-ss. They have 
Ih'cii between two fins all the time. 
On the one hand, there is imniense 
dissatisfaction in Ireland with the 
increased taxes. and lucctiin's of 
protest liave been licid all over the 
country. It should lie added that 
these jirotests do not come entirely 
from those %vho are interested>ln the 
liquor trade; they can to a certain 
extent be discounted, because by 
putting a penny on to each glass of 
whisky, and by a due admixture of 
water, saloon-keepers draw eighty 
additional pence an every gaUon; 
and the tax is forty-three pence, so 
that the additional charge to the 
public lirings in nearly twice as 
much as the new tax. 

It is from this point of view th&t 
iiany Irishmen wlio are compara- 
tively indifferent to the lirpior trade 
— indeed regarding whisky as one of 
the Worst scourges of these British 
isles — are against the new tax. They 
resent it as a tax on an Irish in- 
dustry—one ot the few industries 
left; they regard it as a tax on the 
Irish workingman — mode the more 
intolerable by the fact tliat the Eng- 
lish workingman is not taxed for his 
beer. 

Altogetlier the new budget lias 
confirmed tiie opinion among all 
reasoning Irishmen that it requires 
self-government to protect Irelami 
from the (lejiredations of the Eng- 
lish Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
wliether ho happens to be Uberml or 
Tory.

The President of 
the church board, who is likewise 
President of a big corporation, con- 
ducted the deal, and his legal ad- 
viser is Hon. David W. Foirleigh, 
Chairman ot the Bepublican Cam- 
paign Committee. 

The City Assessor's books show 
that the Belknap property was as- 
sessed for taxation at $19,000 and the 
Todd property at $17,000. making a 
total of S.iO.OOO.
